Bankruptcy Rollercoaster Continues for 
Major Daly City Hospital 


Seton Medical Center is officially in “Plan B” mode to keep afloat after along-anticipated deal fizzled.

Daly City’s safety net hospital 
heads back to the drawing board during 
an extended bankruptcy proceeding with 
limited operating funds left, leaving its 
staff and patients in a state of uncer- 
tainty. 

Verity Health System, which owns 
Seton Medical Hospital in Daly City 
and Seton Coastside in Moss Beach, 
declared bankruptcy in August 2018 
and set off another round of anxiety 
for staff and patients of the embattled 
hospital. Roughly 27,000 people in 
southern San Francisco and northern 
San Mateo County rely on its emer- 
gency services and about 80 percent 
of those are MediCal and Medicare 
patients. 
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Seton Medical Center is the largest 
employer in Daly City, according to 
the city. 

In the past month, a nearly year- 
long sale deal all but collapsed and 
Verity closed St. Vincent Medical 
Center, one of its two other hospitals 
in Los Angeles. Verity is officially in 
“Plan B” mode — details are sealed in 
bankruptcy court — with $80 million 
to keep its hospitals running for an 
estimated matter of months. This is 
Seton’s second financial crisis since 
2015: 

“This issue is like a bowling ball on 
marbles,” says San Mateo County Su- 
pervisor David Canepa, who represents 
Daly City. “Tt changes minute by min- 
ute, hour by hour.” 

Verity initially saved the two Seton 
facilities from financially-strapped 
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Daughters of Charity in 2015 and 
agreed to conditions set by then-At- 
torney General Kamala Harris to keep 
it running for at least 10 years. After 
declaring bankruptcy itself in August 
2018, Verity spent much of 2019 try- 
ing to reach a deal with buyer Strategic 
Global Management, a subsidiary of 
KPC Group. 

Through the takeover process, 
Seton nurses and staff felt their job 
stability slip through and began leav- 
ing. Longtime staff remain uncertain 
there’s a viable future at the hospital. 

“T see a lot of very valuable, experi- 
enced nurses and specialists who are 
doubting,” says Suad Husary, a respira- 
tory care practitioner at Seton for the 
past 23 years. “Everybody’s looking for 
a new job but at the same time we're 
still hopeful and we don’t want to 
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leave. It’s another family for us.” 

A bankruptcy judge approved a 
$610 million sale for Verity’s then-four 
hospitals in April but Verity declared 
new sale conditions, like having to 
operate for at least six more years, “un- 
enforceable” in October. SGM missed a 
Dec. 5 court deadline to close the deal 
but stands by its interest in Verity, 
even after the closure of St. Vincent 
in early January. It also stands to lose 
a $30 million non-refundable deposit 
paid to Verity, according to court doc- 
uments. 

“SGM remains interested in resolv- 
ing its differences with Verity and clos- 
ing the purchase transaction,” said an 
SGM spokesperson in January. “How- 
ever, Verity has refused to meet with 
SGM. While SGM is hopeful Verity 
will reconsider its position, SGM will 


vigorously defend itself from Verity’s 
claims and at the appropriate time, 
bring its own claims against Verity for 
its wrongful conduct.” 

Though other companies may be in- 
terested enough to make an offer soon, 
like Apollo Medical Holdings, stake- 
holders aren’t hailing them as saviors 
just yet. Canepa is “more concerned 
than ever” that a deal won’t happen 
and that Verity or another buyer would 
turn the 32-acre site into lucrative 
housing or another tech campus. But 
even if a formal offer from a hospital 
operator like Apollo comes through, 
it’s unclear how committed they would 
be as employers and to Seton’s level 
of care. 

“[Staff] have been through a roller 
coaster ride,” says John Avalos, an 
organizer with the National Union of 
Healthcare Workers who’s running 
for his former San Francisco District 
11 Supervisor seat again. “There have 
been bouts of optimism, despair, 
repeating themselves over and over 
again. We don’t know what the new 
employer's tactics are going to be — 
there’s a lot we want to preserve in our 
salaries, in our working conditions.” 

Verity CEO Rich Adcock said the 
closing of St. Vincent came after 
“exhausting every option” to keep it 
open and that it doesn’t impact other 
hospitals. But it shook Seton staff like 
Husary who felt like their hospital 
could be next. 

“What we want now is certainty 
and we want to remain open as an 
acute care facility that serves the 
community,” Husary says, adding that 
communication should be more trans- 
parent. “It’s very scary, actually. More 
time goes by, we get more frustrated 
by what’s going on.”

who couldn’t afford other health 
care programs. This came before 
the Affordable Care Act, known as 
Obamacare, gave rise to Covered 
California and an expanded Me- 
di-Cal program that offers you more 
services but still doesn’t apply to 
everyone who might need it. 

If you're one of the 13,000 peo- 
ple using Healthy SE, you're probably 
Spanish-speaking and live in the 
Mission or Excelsior districts, and 
are between ages 25 and 44. You're 
also more likely to live in Bayview 
Hunters Point, Visitacion Valley, 
Tenderloin, and South of Market. 

And there are probably a lot 
more of you out there who aren't 


using it, but who could if they knew 
all their options offered by San Fran- 
cisco and California. 

We need your help to un- 
derstand how well programs like 
Healthy SF are working — programs 
that were created to provide health 
care and services to all San Francisco 
residents. 

Do you use Healthy SF or have 
you ever used it? We’re particularly 
interested in why it’s your best — 
or only — option and how well it 
works for you or your family.

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Castro's Historic 
Cafe Flore to 
Continue as 
GreenHouse 
Event Space 


Earlier this month, longtime city 
residents reacted with dismay to a Hood- 
line report suggesting that the Castro’s 
legendary Café Flore was slated to close 
its doors after 47 years. 

Worry began when locals noticed 
that daily drink and food service at 
Flore (the name was changed when 
new owners took over in 2017) had 
been quietly suspended in December 
following a slow but drastic reduction 
in menu options. That troubling devel- 
opment was followed by signs being 
posted on the building’s exterior at the 
end of the year explaining that the cafe 
would be transitioning into an events 
space. General manager Luke Bruner 
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then confirmed to Hoodline that the 
restaurant component of the business 


was indeed ending but declined to pro- 


vide any further information. 
Now co-owner Terrance Alan, who 


purchased Café Flore with Aaron Silver- 
man in 2017, has provided some clarity 
on the situation, noting in an email to SF 
Weekly that he’s been “very moved [by] 
the outpouring of support from all cor- 
ners” in the wake of news surrounding 


the bistro’s closure. 


The bottom-line: Flore is transform- 
ing. While the cafe as residents know it 
has closed, the space will now operate as 
a seasonal outdoor cafe and year-round 


GreenHouse Event Space, set to open 
this spring according to its website. 


Known for being an active participant 


in the local cannabis scene as well as a 


founding member of the San Francisco 


Entertainment Commission, Alan, 64, 
has long been a vocal proponent for 


evolved pot policy and saw the purchase 


of Café Flore as an opportunity to put 


his cannabis acumen and small business 


experience into practice. 

Now, as is often the case 
when it comes to making a living 
in the pot trade, he’s eyeing a 
pivot in strategy to keep his oper- 
ation afloat. 

“I remember when sitting 
on the patio in the winter was a 
badge of honor,” Alan explained

in a press release provided to SF Weekly. 
“Being on the Cafe Flore patio said ‘I 
belong to the hearty band of LGBTQ cru- 
saders out to change the world’s attitude 
towards queers!’, and that was worth the 
discomfort of a wet butt and cold feet. 
But today we don’t need to huddle in the 
cold to be ‘out’ because we have finally 
made it ‘in.” 

In addition, Alan says his new neigh- 
boring dispensary known as the Flore 
Store will look to raise funds through a 
“Keep It Local” Flore Store Construction 
Club that is seeking to bypass normal 
construction funding loans by instead 
turning to San Franciscans interested in 
making a local investment. 

Located at 258 Noe St., the dispensa- 
ry will be but the latest chapter in a rich 
history linking cannabis and the cafe. 
More generally, it’s long been beloved 
as a cultural touchstone of the Castro 
community. Famously, Café Flore is 
where cannabis activists Dennis Peron 
and “Brownie” Mary Rathbun once met 
and conceived of the 
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framework for Proposition 215. More 
generally, the space is revered as a vital 
spoke of the Castro’s social scene, thanks 
to its long tradition of being an inclusive, 
happening place for members of the 
LGBTQ community to gather in the time 
before smartphones. 

Alan is not the first owner of Flore to 
attempt to incorporate cannabis into the 
menu. 

In 2013, former owner J.D. Petras 
took some heat when Café Flore began 
serving CBD-infused cocktails — a viola- 
tion of state laws requiring that alcohol 
and cannabis never be served under the 
same roof. There was also the matter of 
an unpermitted prep kitchen located 
where the Flore Store will soon open 
(which was, at the time, a nail salon). In 
that case, former Supervisor (now State 
Senator) Scott Weiner intervened to en- 
sure a zoning exception could be made. 

Eventually Alan and Silverman ar- 
rived with similar plans on their mind. 

A 2017 San Francisco Chronicle feature 
describes Alan’s plans to create a place 
where patrons can “eat marijuana salads 
and drink cannabis-infused beer” while 
sitting on the patio. While that vision 
was not meant to be, last October, Flore 
received unanimous approval from the 
San Francisco Planning Commission to 
open a dispensary across the street. 

Alan says he is now looking to entice 
investors. 
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Those eager to invest right away are 
also poised to reap a very cannabis-cen- 
tric reward. Per Alan’s press release, the 
first 10 folks to join with the “Keep It 
Local” club will be gifted an eighth of 
pot a month — a new way for the Flore 
name and the spirit of pot to ensure they 
remain somehow intertwined. 

Some, however, are not satisfied with 
these plans. Supervisor Rafael Mandel- 
man, who represents the Castro’s District 
8, expressed concern in a statement pro- 
vided to SF Weekly. 

“Café Flore has been an anchor in- 
stitution for The Castro for nearly a half 
century. Like many of my constituents, 

I have been concerned by what initially 
seemed like a reduction in service and 
hours and now has been presented as a 
temporary closure,’ the statement reads. 
“It’s not ok for The Castro to lose Café 
Flore. My office has been in touch with 
the owners and potential community 
partners to find a way to reopen Flore 
year-round in a successful and sustain- 
able way.” 

Thus, it appears that while the story 
of Café Flore is not yet fully written, the 
next chapters for the bistro remain in 
flux. What is certain is that no one wants 
to see San Francisco lose yet another 
institution.

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Demand the 
advertised 
price or 
take action 
against the 
grocer

Grover J. from Daly City asks this 
week’s question:

e “I went to this independent 


grocery store recently and I think 
that the owner was pulling a scam. 
The prices that were marked were 
not the prices that I was charged. Ad- 
ditionally, I think that he falsified the 
quality of the meat he was selling as 
the meat that I bought was very 
chewy and what he called a pound 
was not quite a pound. I think it’s a 
rip-off. What is the law concerning 
what the store owner's responsibility?” 


e 
A e Grover, what you have experi- 
enced is a type of fraud and unfair 
competition. In California, this was 
so rampant there was an entire de- 
partment created to monitor this, 
the California Department of Food 
and Agriculture Division of Measure- 
ment Standards. The laws that pro- 
tect consumers in these types of 
situations are generally contained 
within the Business and Professions 
Code. 


There is jurisdiction for the 
division to police unfair representa- 
tions and manipulations of weights 
of goods that are sold. They are the 
ones that place a stamp on scales, 
gas pumps etc. Consumers who are 
ripped off may bring a claim under 
the Consumer Legal Remedies Act 
as well as sue for fraud. 


The issue you raise about the 
advertised price being different 
than the actual sales price is cov- 
ered by California Business and 
Professions Code Section 12024.2, 
which states: “It is unlawful for any 
person, at the time of sale of a com- 
modity, to do any of the following: 
1) charge an amount greater than 
the price, or to compute an amount 


greater than a true extension of a 
price per unit, that is then adver- 
tised, posted, marked, displayed, 
or quoted for that commodity; 2) 
charge an amount greater than the 
lowest price posted on the com- 
modity itself or on a shelf tag that 
corresponds to the commodity, 
notwithstanding any limitation of 
the time period for which the post- 
ed price is in effect.” 


Business and Professions Code 
Section 12024.2 also states that, 
aside from membership in cus- 
tomer rewards clubs or when a 
minimum number of items must 
be purchased to receive a lower 
price, when more than one price 
for the same commodity is adver- 
tised, posted, marked, displayed 
or quoted, the person offering the 
commodity for sale shall charge the 
lowest of those prices. 


Officials of the Division of Mea- 
surement Standards are charged 
with investigating and enforcing 
the department’s regulations. A 
business owner who deliberately 
overcharges or misrepresents the 
weight or volume of a product is 
subject to both a fine and con- 
viction of a crime. A violation of 
Section 12024.2 is a misdemeanor 


punishable by a fine of not less 
than $25 nor more than $1,000, 
by imprisonment in the county jail 
for a period not exceeding one year 
or by both if the violation is willful 
or grossly negligent or when the 
overcharge is more than $1. If the 
overcharge is $1 or less, a violation 
of this section is an infraction pun- 
ishable by a fine of not more than 
$100. 


Business and Professions Code 
Section 12024.6, concerning false 
advertising, states that “no person, 
firm, corporation, or association 
shall advertise, solicit, or represent 
by any means, a product for sale 
or purchase if it is intended to en- 
tice a consumer into a transaction 
different from that originally rep- 
resented.” 


This is the section that is de- 
signed to preclude the traditional 
bait-and-switch where, for exam- 
ple, a car dealer advertises a type 
and model of a car at a very low 
price when it doesn’t have that 
product in stock and, instead, 
when a client comes in, offers for 
sale a different product at a higher 
price. This is a violation of Section 
12024.6. 


So, Grover, if you are in a store 
and there is an advertised price but 
the store charges more, demand 
that you be given the price that is 
marked. That is the law. If you are 
sold a product that does not weigh 
the amount you were told, or the 
grade of the product is not as rep- 
resented, contact the Department 
of Food and Agriculture (www.cdfa. 
ca.gov) and file a complaint.

A typical band has a handful of 
members. A large band might have al- 
most 10 people in it. 

The Lucky Devils Band, on the oth- 
er hand, has potentially hundreds of 
members, some of whom aren't feeling 
very lucky at all. 

The group is at the center of a 
lawsuit brought by two Bay Area 
musicians who were part of a roster 
of musicians performing under the 
Lucky Devils name. The Lucky Devils 
consist of whichever musicians show 
up at any of several shows the band 
might be booked to perform locally 
on a given night. Musicians sign up 
for this arrangement knowingly, but 
the payment structure left at least two 
of them feeling like something was 
off-key. 

Bands and other performers cur- 
rently enjoy a hot market for live 
entertainment at private parties in the 
Bay Area. With the rising cost of living 
in the Bay Area making it increasingly 
difficult for many musicians and other 
artists to afford to live here, though, 
the case puts a spotlight on the kind 
of gig-economy debates surrounding 
companies like ride-hailing app-maker 
Uber: What’s the line between helping 
people find needed gigs to earn a living 
and exploiting those people’s labor as 
an intermediary between their labor 
and the customer? How much of a 
cut should an intermediary take for 
connecting a person to a job, and who 
decides what that fair cut should be? 
The Lucky Devils case, pending in par- 
allel proceedings before the state Labor 
Commissioner and in civil court, may 
soon provide some answers for musi- 
cians in California. 


Sour note 

Thomas Cryer II, 48, went on his first 
tour at age 15 and has been working 
in the music industry ever since. The 
Oakland-based musician, who goes by 
Tasche, has a studio where he produc- 
es songs for independent artists and 
works with various labels on movie 
soundtracks and other projects. 

One of his friends joined the Lucky 
Devils several years ago and encour- 
aged Cryer to look into joining, too. 
The friend said “it was a great band to 
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Bay Area Musicians 


be a part of because you didn’t have to 
do rehearsals, you could just go in and 
play,” Cryer tells SF Weekly. To an expe- 
rienced musician like Cryer, that was 
part of the appeal: Agreeing to other 
gigs meant first gauging how much re- 
hearsal time would be required. 

Cryer soon realized it was more 
like a musicians’ collective than a 
typical band. He was surprised by 
the setup, he says, since he had never 
encountered another one like it in his 
decades-long career. 

“From gig to gig, you don’t know 
who you're going to be on stage with,” 
he says. That didn’t bother him when 
he first joined, as he usually found 
himself playing with talented musi- 
cians and expanding his network with- 
in the Bay Area music community. 
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But he started to have doubts when 


he saw that not every musician in the 
Lucky Devils brought the level of pro- 
fessionalism being sold to customers. 

“It was painted as everyone was a 
pro, and everyone wasn’t a pro,” he 
says. He felt like a babysitter at times, 
guiding musicians who were on their 
first gigs and didn’t seem to know 
some of the basics of live performanc- 
es. 

“Tve been on plenty of gigs where I 
was kind of like, ‘We are professionals, 
man. We have got to pull it together,” 
Cryer says of performing with the 
Lucky Devils. 

Customers don’t have final say on 
which Lucky Devils members perform 
at their event. Though prospective 
customers can see the Lucky Devils 


perform at showcases that are put 
on regularly in the area, there’s no 
guarantee that the musicians they see 
perform will be the ones at their event. 
Customers might get a good iteration 
of the Lucky Devils at their event any- 
way — “there are some great musicians 
in Lucky Devils,” Cryer says — but it is 
a roll of the dice. 

The tipping point that led Cryer 
to decide to leave the Lucky Devils, 
he says, was the payment model. He 
sometimes played keyboard and sang 
at gigs, and he asked twice early on for 
a pay rate that would reflect him taking 
on both roles. He was told some ver- 
sion of “that’s not our business model” 
each time he brought it up. He raised 
the topic again after more than two 
years of working with the Lucky Devils. 
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Allege Exploitation

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He thought at that point that his good 
standing with the group might change 
their response, but he says it didn’t 
seem to matter. 

Cryer says he voiced his concerns 
about the way things were being run 
in the Lucky Devils at two band leader 
meetings he was part of. He and other 
musicians who worked as band leaders 
at Lucky Devils gigs would meet with 
a local consultant who could send 
feedback to the people running the 
International Musicians League, the 
New York-based company operating 
the Lucky Devils. But the consultants 
never seemed to acknowledge the 
problems, Cryer says. 

Cryer and Jesse Brewster, a Marin- 
based musician who played with the 
Lucky Devils, also discovered the mu- 
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sicians in the group were making what 
they thought to be a surprisingly small 
cut of the overall fee for gigs. They 
found out what Lucky Devils charges 
from friends who had looked into 
booking the group for weddings and 
other events, Cryer says. 

“That’s when we started finding out, 
‘Whoa, they are charging this, and we 
are only making that?” Cryer says. 

“On several occasions the full pay- 
ment from the client was accidentally 
posted on the gig page of an event, and 
it was clear that in most cases, IML 


was taking up to 50 percent off the 
top of the event,” Brewster said in an 
emailed statement. 

And that’s where the lawsuit Cryer 
and Brewster filed starts to dig into 
questions about the role of the Lucky 
Devils and how the group should be 
classified under California labor laws. 


Playing different tunes 

Cryer and Brewster filed suit in April 
both as a class action in the Alameda 
County Superior Court and as a peti- 
tion to determine controversy with the 
California Labor Commissioner. 


The case alleges that the Interna- 
tional Musicians League, operating 
as the Lucky Devils in California, is 
acting as an unlicensed talent agent 
in the state. The California Talent 
Agencies Act says someone “procuring, 
offering, promising, or attempting to 
procure employment or engagements’ 
for artists must obtain a license from 
the state Labor Commissioner. Cryer 
and Brewster’s case alleges the Lucky 
Devils are “acting as a middle-man or 
intermediary between buyers and sell- 
ers of talent” and so should be licensed 
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as a talent agent in the state. 

Being a talent agent in California 
would require the Lucky Devils to 
submit fee schedules to the state 
Labor Commissioner for approval, 
too, and the Commissioner “routinely 
denies approval of fee schedules that 
exceed 10 percent of a musical artist’s 
earnings from live performances,” the 
plaintiffs say in a case document. The 
Lucky Devils typically pay musicians 
less than half of the total fee they 
charge customers, the plaintiffs allege, 
citing an example of someone book- 
ing a six-piece band for $4,500. The 


six musicians at that gig would earn 
around $2,200, the lawsuit says, while 
the International Musicians League 
keeps the remaining $2,300. 

The International Musicians League 
sees things differently, writing in a 
court document that it “hires musi- 
cians to perform at certain events and 
pays those musicians a daily rate,” and 
the Talent Agencies Act “does not regu- 
late companies that hire artists.” 

“When Beyoncé hires a drummer 
for the day to record a song or per- 
form at Coachella,” the Lucky Devils 
operator wrote, she is not violating the 
Talent Agencies Act. They added that, 
“If accepted, Plaintiffs’ theory of liabil- 
ity would require every individual or 
company in the state of California to 
become a licensed talent agent before 
hiring a musician.” 

The Labor Commissioner’s Office 
could make a decision about whether 
to hear the case in the next few weeks. 


On repeat 

Michael McClintock, founder of the In- 
ternational Musicians League, tells SF 
Weekly he started the group to create 
“sort of a gig-sharing pool” that gives 
musicians the stability of being able to 
earn money as needed. As a musician 
himself who spends time on the road 
between New York, Los Angeles, and 
Australia, he knows “it’s a difficult in- 
dustry,” he says, with people trying to 
supplement income through gigs when 
they are not touring or working on 
other projects. 

He started the International Musi- 
cians League in 2010 in Australia be- 
fore expanding it to the United States. 
Regional iterations of the Lucky Devils 
can now be found throughout the 
country, with the League appearing to 
run at least a half-dozen other bands 
with a similar setup. Websites with the 
same layouts are customized for each 
band, from the Royal Dukes Band that 
plays throughout Texas and Oklaho- 
ma to the Bay Kings Band playing in 
Florida. An explainer video about how 
to book the band is embedded on each 
website. A tailored band logo hovers in 
the upper right corner of the videos, 
laid over what is otherwise the same 
illustrations and narrated script. (The 
accents of the narrators seem to be 
localized in at least one case, for the 
Baker Boys Band based in Australia.) 

McClintock says he hasn’t counted 
how many bands are technically in 
the League at this point: “It depends 
what you call a band as well,” he says. 
“There are some bands where it is just 
one guy. 

But the Lucky Devils roster is not 
hundreds of musicians, McClintock 
says. “We certainly know hundreds 
of musicians in California,” he says, 
but the number of those musicians 


regularly doing gigs with the group is 
closer to 20. 

The case is “meant to make it look 
like a David versus Goliath situation,” 
he adds, but the League is “a relatively 
small bunch of guys who are just trying 
to share gigs with each other.” 

Responding to the allegation in the 
lawsuit that the League keeps more 
than half of the fee from gigs, McClin- 
tock says even “some basic research” 
by the plaintiffs would show that is 
false. Musicians in the League are paid 
a fixed fee depending on factors such 
as the gig location and the instrument 
being played, McClintock says. 

As for the questions raised about 
how the Lucky Devils ensures quality 
among its musicians, McClintock says 
“it’s a complicated equation” that can 
include factors like who enjoys playing 


gigs that he felt comfortable leading 
his own group at live performances. 
This time around, he could “guarantee 
the quality of the band” because he 
selected the musicians joining him, he 
says, rather than running the risk of 
meeting fellow performers for the first 
time at the start of a gig. 

Before moving ahead with a lawsuit 
against the Lucky Devils, Cryer says 
he wanted to be sure the case wouldn't 
put the group out of business and leave 
his friends out of work. 

“T don’t need Lucky Devils gigs 
anymore to make a living,” Cryer says, 
but he decided to file the suit in part 
for his friends who still play with the 
Lucky Devils. They need that income, 
he says. 

If the plaintiffs win their case, 
though, McClintock says it would put 





with who and even who knows who. 
There have occasionally been musicians 
who hadn’t prepared enough for the 
specific setlist for a gig, he says, and 
the League has let go of members over 
music quality issues. 

The group’s emphasis is “rocking a 
party,’ and its reputation is “based on 
the fact that we are going to rock the 
party harder than anyone else for that 
price,’ McClintock says. 

“Certainly if a customer says, ‘Can 
you guarantee 100 percent that we are 
going to get these musicians?’ — the 
answer would be no, we can’t guaran- 
tee that,” McClintock says. “And any 
band that says they can guarantee 
that is lying to you, honestly.” That’s 
especially true for weddings and other 
events that bands might land more 
than a year in advance, he adds. 


Marching on 

Cryer ultimately decided to leave the 
Lucky Devils and start a band to play 
primarily at weddings throughout 

the Bay Area and greater Northern 
California market. Cryer had been the 
band leader on enough Lucky Devils 


the League out of business. 
Approaching the suit as a class 
action seems intended to destroy the 
business model of the International 
Musicians League, says Ed McPherson, 
founding partner at McPherson LLP. 
McPherson has litigated cases involv- 
ing the Talent Agencies Act and is not 
involved with the Lucky Devils case. 
There is no rule or law in California 
that mandates talent agency fees must 
be kept under 10 percent, McPherson 
tells SF Weekly, adding that the state 
Labor Commissioner “doesn't really 
care what you are charging as long as it 
is not outrageous.” 
Cryer says musicians are “just try- 
ing to make a living in the Bay Area. 
“We all realize we’re not going to 
get rich doing this,” he says. “So, it’s for 
the love of the music. We love playing. 
We work hard. We dedicated hours and 
years into cultivating our craft. And we 
mainly just want to get paid fairly for 
the job that we’re doing.”

ls Mastro’s $50 Cocktail Worth It?

Mastro’s has been getting a lot 
of hype. It’s got exorbitant prices, glitzy 
interior design, and a prime Union Square 
location. It’s the kind of place where you'd 
hold a post-J.P. Morgan conference din- 
ner, which is exactly what I ran into when 
I went on a Monday night: Crowds of men 
in business formal suits of varying grays. 
The people at the front desk assured me, 
in my combat boots and jeans, that I was 
not underdressed. 

Mastro’s is also home to the infa- 
mous $50 “Baller” cocktail, the kind of 
stuff that you see in Insider videos about 
unnecessarily expensive foods laden 
with gold foil. The Baller doesn’t have 
gold foil, but it does have Jean-Charles 
Boisset gin, white truffle oil, and Petros- 
sian caviar dust, hence the extravagant 
price tag. It comes in a coupe cocktail 
glass with shaved black truffle on the 
bottom, and spots of oil on top.

My plus-one said it reminded her of 
oily water (which, technically true). The 
Baller reminded me of an experiment 
in a petri dish, which isn’t the most ap- 
pealing visual for a drink. 

Part of the Baller’s appeal is its 
high-quality gin and truffle oil aromat- 
ics. The other part of the appeal is the 
recent, headline-grabbing (ahem) trend 
of just throwing money at food and 
hoping the hype carries it to success. 
For $50, the Baller seems like the kind 
of drink that should devastate you, re- 
vive you, and immortalize itself as a leg- 
end. But for me, oil and gin don’t mix. 

Thankfully, Mastro’s does have other 
relatively reasonably priced drinks, 
ranging from $16 to $29. They’re 
definitely on the higher end for San 
Francisco cocktails, but Mastro’s does 
big pours right at the table, so you're 
constantly being topped off through 
the meal. Mastro’s other signature 
cocktail — the Lemon Drop — is defi- 
nitely worthy of all the online recipes

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foodies have tried out to recreate this 
summery sweet, lightly tart treat. With 
lemon rock sugar and lemon-infused 
vodka, it tastes like candy without be- 
ing saccharine.

elderflower martini, made of Belvedere 
Citrus vodka, Hendrick’s Gin, and St. 
Germain Elderflower liqueur. 

Drinks aside, Mastro’s pride and joy 
is also in its seafood and steak. While 
there are really, really expensive options 
(their $240 four-ounce steak is A5 Kobe 
beef, 100 percent tajima cattle, and the 
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cost of a round-trip plane ticket to New 
York), we opted for the $55 eight ounce 
center cut filet. Medium rare at Mas- 
tro’s is on the rarer side — ours came to 
us on a 400-degree plate, and was red, 
tender, and warm through. While the 
steak was broiled with butter and sprin- 
kled with parsley, it could have used a 
bit more seasoning. 

That’s mostly because its side dish- 
es — an Alaskan king crab and black 
truffle gnocchi and mushrooms cooked 
with bone marrow-infused butter 
— opted for the same flavor profiles: 
warm, creamy, and buttery. An order 
of roasted brussel sprouts helped add 
some dimension to the meal, but also 
could have used more seasoning itself. 

Surprisingly, some of the best things 
from the dinner were the cheapest. I 
couldn't help but return to the compli- 
mentary bread basket we were given at 
the start. Mastro’s makes its bread in- 
house, and features a wonderfully sharp 
and savory three-cheese crostini and 





warm, well-salted pretzels that look like 
miniature baguettes. 

Perhaps most importantly, their $17 
warm butter cake was the star of the 
night. The warm butter cake is large — 
imagine an outstretched hand. It comes 
with freshly whipped cream (Mastro’s 
makes theirs every hour, and it’s cold, 
thick, and delicious) and served witha 
ring of orange slices and strawberries, 

a giant scoop of Chicago’s Homer’s va- 
nilla bean ice cream, and a hefty drizzle 
of raspberry sauce. The cake itself is a 
standard yellow cake made with a whole 
stick of butter. The yellow cake is really 
dynamic, with a cream cheese mixture 
giving the cake a unique and welcome 
tartness, and bruleed raw sugar lending 
another crispy-sweet dimension to 
the whole dessert. As I write this, I’m 
planning out when I can go back to 
Mastro’s, just so I can sit at the bar and 
order this cake.

Armed with a laid-back flow that matches his woozy, jazz-tinged 
production, Mick Jenkins is a rapper whose seemingly carefree attitude 
should not be mistaken as lackadaisical, as the MC has established 
himself as one of the genre’s most captivating storytellers. Born 

in Alabama but raised on Chicago’s South Side, Jenkins initially 
discovered his musical talent after winning a rap-battle competition 
while in college, inspiring him to release his own mixtapes online, the 
first being 2012’s The Mickstape. Jenkins quickly made himself known 
amongst Chicago’s hip-hop scene after the release of his ambitious 
2013 mixtape, Trees & Truths, leading to collaborations with fellow 
Chicagoans Chance the Rapper and Vic Mensa. The following year saw 
the release of Jenkins’ breakthrough mixtape The Waters, a tightly- 
focused work that hears Jenkins explore systemic injustices along with 
personal anxieties in a sobering manner. Jenkins would return in late 
2018 with Pieces of a Man, an intimate and confessional experience 
that hears an audibly wiser Jenkins grapple with faith and self-worth. 
Jenkins’ newest EP, The Circus, is an introspective peek into Jenkins’ 
mind entering the new decade, as the rapper touches upon existential 
and personal issues without lingering excessively.

A compelling songwriter with an exquisite voice to match, Maverick 
Sabre’s natural creative versatility allows the artist to maneuver 
between normally dissonant soundscapes in an effortless manner. Born 
Matthew Stafford, the London-born, Irish-raised musician got his start 
in music by lending his powerful vocals via collaborations with Irish 
rappers Terawrizt and Nu-Centz when he was a teenager, and released 
his debut mixtape, The Traveling Man, in 2010. Sabre’s 2011 EP The Lost
